Black was such a part of the Cana- 
dian establishment that he managed 
to escape legal problems here for 
years, and would have likely 
escaped them entirely, had U.S.

In Canada, Black got a soft ride at 
the hands of authorities. He was 
investigated here in connection with 
a 1982 takeover bid of U.S. mining 
firm for possible violations of our 
securities laws. Two staff investiga- 
tors of the Ontario Securities Com- 
mission recommended the commis- 
sion lay a total of 26 securities 


charges against Black, his firm 
Norcen Energy, and president 
Edward Battle. But the decision 
whether to lay the charges was in 
the hands of the commission's eight- 
member board, who were all well 
connected members of the Canadian 
financial elite. In the end, they decid 
ed not to prosecute one of their own

Not pursuing an extension isn’t enough; we need to move on now 


CANADA SHOULD WITHDRAW ITS 
troops from Afghanistan as soon as 
logistically feasible. 

Not in February 2009, at the end 
of the current mandate set by Parlia- 
ment, and not when our allies say 
they're ready for us to go. 

Our credibility as a military and 
diplomatic force in Afghanistan is 
shot, and the sooner we get out, the 
better. Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who until recently led the 
only federal party that unequivocal- 
ly supported this mission, has made 
a mockery of years of unflinching 
advocacy of a combat role against 
the Taliban and their allies. 

His abrupt declaration that he 
would not pursue an extension of 
Canada’s military presence in 
Afghanistan without national con- 
sensus means that there will be no 
extension. As Harper knows, none 
of the other three parties in the 
House would back a longer stay

Canada’s military role draws 
legitimacy from repeated UN Securi- 
ty Council resolutions that specifical- 
ly incorporate the use of force. Even 
France and Germany have placed

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troops there. This is an indication of 
sustained international backing for 
the mission, and of the significance 
that much of the world attaches to its 
success. There is still a huge Afghan 
refugee problem, but large numbers 
of those who fled have returned to 
their country. 

The arguments for Canadian 
involvement have not changed, only 
the willingness of our federal gov- 
ernment to make them. 

The Tories say that it would 
undermine troop morale and there- 
fore effectiveness to have political 
division at home. Well, we already 
have that and have had since the 
beginning. And it has reached the 
point where some demonstrations 
are specifically targeting the soldiers 
themselves, sweeping aside the tired 
cliché that we all support our troops 
regardless of our opinion of the mis- 
sion itself. 

By terminating their support for 
Canada’s military role in 
Afghanistan, the Conservatives have 
indicated to our people in uniform 
that no one in Ottawa supports them 
anymore. 

This development is potentially 
fatal to morale, a danger com- 
pounded by the fact that Canadians 
will be even more of a target dur- 
ing their remaining months on the 
ground than they were before. The 
Taliban will want to claim victo- 
ry—to make the point that they 
chased us out of Afghanistan—and 
Canadian casualties are the best 
way to prove that. Under those 
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conditions, it is senseless and even 
sacrificial to keep our troops in the 
field. Nor would I want to be an 
allied soldier anywhere in the 
vicinity. 

Our federal opposition parties 
have yet to offer a more coherent 
approach. 

Backing an immediate withdraw- 
al echoes NDP policy, but their rea- 
soning is quite different. New 
Democrats argue, implausibly, that a 
military component in our Afghan 
presence is unnecessary and even

| LOVE THE FACT THAT JERRY 
Stahl’s Wikipedia entry describes 
him as a “novelist, screenwriter, 
and ex-heroin user.” Few writers 
have bootstrapped their drug 
addiction into literary credibility 
as effectively as StahI—somehow I 
doubt whether the back cover 
blurbs on his new short-story col- 
jection Love Without would be 
comparing him to William S. Bur- 
roughs, Jim Carroll, and Hubert 
Selby, Jr. if he’d never touched a 
needle in his life. 

Stahl is best known for the 
memoir Permanent Midnight 
(which was made into a movie 
starring Ben Stiller) and the well- 
reviewed recent novel J, Fatty, but 
he’s made his fortune slumming 
as a film and TV writer, penning 
episodes of CSI, Northern Exposure 
and Moonlighting, and co-writing 
Bad Boys II. And anyone who can 
write a Michael Bay movie and 
still be taken seriously by literary 
critics, let alone be mentioned in 
the same breath as Burroughs, is a 
man to be reckoned with. 

But if anything, the writer Stahl 
reminds me most of is Bruce Wag- 
ner (Force Majeure, I’m Losing You), 
whose novels take a similarly sar- 
donic, hallucinatory view of Los 
Angeles, and who characters par- 
take of sex and drugs in a similar- 
ly compulsive but joyless manner. 
Love Without collects 11 Stahl sto- 
ries written over a period of about 
30 years, and it is not a happy 
read. The typical Stahl hero is 
depressed, cynical, smart enough 
to recognize the hopelessness of 
his life but not quite smart enough 
to figure out how to escape 
from it. 

More often than not, he’s also 
trapped in some kind of grotesque 
sexual liaison. In “The Age of 
Love,” a teenaged boy has a 
steamy, humid, quasi-incestuous 
grope session with a 50-year-old 
woman during a plane flight. In 
“Finnegan’s Waikiki,” a man vis- 
its his dying father at a clothing- 
optional holiday resort in Hawaii 
and flirts uneasily with his dad’s 
nubile girlfriend. 


“Twilight of the Stooges” is a 
somewhat nauseating account of a 
drug addict whose aging dealer— 
another sad, saggy older 
woman—asks him to blow a 
strawful of cocaine up her asshole 
in exchange for his latest fix. And 





in “Gordito,” the narrator's love 
interest is a sexually voracious 
half-Guatemalan, half-Armenian 
midget named Puray, who has a 
thing for taking braised carrots, 
sprinkling a little cayenne pepper 
on them, and... well, I’Il just end 
the description right there, if 
that’s okay with you. 

You don’t really experience 
Stahl’s stories as literary creations; 
you read most of them in a state of 
popeyed expectation, wondering 
what outrageous lowlife scenario 
he’s saving for the ending this 
time. 

The stories get much of their 
power from the feeling that Stahl 
has done a lot of walking on the 
wild side and he’s seen a lot of 
fucked-up shit that you, sitting 
there in your safe little reading 
room, can barely conceive of. 

The stories seem authentic, in 
the sense of “Wow, I bet crazy 
stuff like this happens all the 
time,” and yet paradoxically, very 
few of them seem convincing. You 
don’t hear real characters talking 
in these stories; you just hear Stahl 
doing twisted riffs on his pet 
themes. 

But there are some notable 
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exceptions. “L’il Dickens” is a 
juvenile but undeniably funny 
fantasy about a homosexual 
encounter with a predatory Dick 
Cheney. (“I couldn’t help but stare 
at his tufted belly roll, his hairless 
chest and—be still my heart—his 
pacemaker, Yes and yes again!”) 
“I'm Dick Felder!” is an oddly 
plausible romp about a straitlaced 
dentist who impulsively flees his 
square, suburban existence and 
falls in with a community of 
teenaged runways. And there's 
genuine sadness in “Pure,” a story 
about a virgin teenage girl who 
joins a Christian prostitution 
ring—selling her soul even while 
leaving her maidenhood intact for 
Jesus 

“Sometimes the door opened on 
men so normal they had to be 
depraved,” says the girl in “Pure.” 
That's Stahl’s worldview ina nut 
shell: you don’t need to worry 
about the people who look like 
freaks. It’s the ordinary-looking 
citizens who have the worst 
demons chasing them 

There’s a photo of Stahl on the 
back of Love Without. He looks 
perfectly normal.

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Keeping it unreal 
Toni Hafkenscheid’s photos put the world into wonky perspective

ONE PHOTO IS A SHOT OF THE MGM 
Grand in Las Vegas, but there isn’t 
much that’s grand about it. The 
building looks like a cardboard fake. 
The famous bronze lion out front 
looks like a chintzy toy. The palm 
trees ringing the property look about 
five inches high, like plastic models. 

Another photo is of an apartment 
building in Kelowna at dusk. The 
lights are on, lending the photo a 
creepy voyeuristic vibe, but again, it 
looks like a miniature. You almost 
expect a hand to reach down from 
the sky and crush the building into 
little matchsticks. 

Yet another shot features an exca- 
vation pit at a city construction site. 
Inside the pit sits a backhoe. It’s a 
real, full-size machine, but with its 
bright red-and-yellow paint job, it 
looks like a child’s toy. 

These are the photos of Toronto- 
based, Amsterdam-born artist Toni 
Hafkenscheid, a self-described pho- 
tographic “liar’ who employs a tech- 
nique called tilt-shift photography to 
photograph people and places ona 
massive scale and make them look 
like miniatures. 

“It’s a really old technique, actual- 
ly,” he says. “It’s used a lot in cook- 
books, creating a very shallow depth 
of field. If you open up a cookbook, 
you'll see that certain parts of the 
pictures are very sharp and other 
parts are very blurry. So coming 
from a commercial background, | 
was very aware of that t ‘ 

Hafkenscheid simply blows it up 


to a bigger scale. Instead of taking 
pictures of fruit and desserts, he 
takes pictures of landscapes and 
buildings, using a small architectural 
camera with a very narrow range of 
focus—so narrow that it’s difficult to 
get a whole frame, taken from a dis- 
tance, in focus. Instead, the edges of 
the shot are blurry, and only a brief 
strip through the centre of the photo 
is sharp. Perspective is screwed up, 
and a miniature effect is produced. 
“I'm not exactly sure why that 
shallow depth of field has that 
effect,” he says. “I think perhaps 
because we're used to looking at say, 
close-ups of flowers, where the 
flower is sharp and the bumblebee is 


blurry.” 
Whatever the reason, the effect is

versatile: depending on what 
Hafkenscheid is photographing, his 
pictures can be funny, delicate, nos- 
talgic, or unsettling. A photograph 
of the Lincoln Memorial, with Abe 
Lincoln looking about an inch high, 
betrays a cheeky impudence, rather 
than the solemnreverence we'd 
expect. A photo of a suburban hous- 
ing development is all the more sur- 
real since it only slightly more fake 
and contrived than ge of envi- 








ronment does anyway. 

Other pictures, from those of the 
B.C. landscape to overhead shots of 
city neighbourhoods from Toronto 
to Ottawa to Rotterdam, take the 
messy reality of those locales and 
condense them into a postcard-per- 
fect, hyper-controlled micro format 
Some of his most convincing shots 
are his idealized, picture-postcard 
shots of trains running through the 
mountains of rural B.C. 

“My wife's from B.C.,” says 
Hafkenscheid, “so I spent.a lot of 
summers there, and I just kept think- 
ing how the landscape there is very 
surreal, almost. The landscape 
around Amsterdam is very flat and 
developed, and B.C. is so rugged 
and mountainous. It looks totally 
surreal to me.” 

The images Hafkenscheid creates 
are too perfect to be real, but real 
they are. Sort of. There's nothing 
fake, per se, in them, and yet... they 
are fake. Right? 

“You can absolutely lie in photog- 
raphy,” says Hafkenscheid. “Pho- 
tography has a whole traditionof’ 
black and white, and black and- : 
white telling the truth, So I went : 
with really bold colours, red a little 
too red, green a little too green.” 

With the impossibly bright skies 
and the perfect little figures populat- 
ing the worlds below, Hafken- 
scheid’s camera is like an omnipo- 
tent observer on a miniature Earth. 
You almost want to reachintothe 
pictures and rearrange the buildings 
and vehicles and people. You can’t, 
of course, but you'll , ifonly for — 
a second, that you can.

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THE PILL? 


Campaign To Eliminate Periods Leads One 


To Ask Whether \/e ve Gone Too Far.

—Geradline Matus, director of Justisse Healthworks 


deep blush suffuses my face as Geral- 
Ae Matus explains how the stretchi- 

ness of cervical mucus indicates when 
a woman is fertile. 

My embarrassment springs more from 
memories of my elementary sex-ed class 
than from the discussion at this meeting 
of the Fertility Awareness Charting Circle 
(FACC). Any initial shyness about sharing 
the most intimate of medical details with 
strangers soon evaporates. The women in 
this group exude a sense of entitlement and 
comfort. 

Except when the subject of the Pill comes 
up: then the mood turns to anger. 

Anger isn't what millions of North Ameri- 
can women think of when they swallow the 
Pill. With effective marketing, the $300 
million contraceptive industry has success- 
fully made the little pink liberator synony- 
mous with independence and modernism. It's 
credited with paving the way for the sexual 
revolution and the beginnings of the women’s 
movement. 

Once banned, the Pill has now been com- 
pletely embraced by the medical establish- 
ment, and breakthroughs keep the contracep- 
tion industry chugging along. Women can 
now choose from a variety of hormone-based 
contraceptives. The Shot, an injection of hor- 
mones that slowly releases them over time, 
has been around for years. Health Canada 
recently approved Seasonale, a new oral 
contraceptive that's basically a version of the 
Pill with fewer placebos that allows a woman, 
only four periods a year. Lybrel, which prom- 


ises complete freedom from “the curse,” is 
not yet approved in Canada, but that doesn’t 
mean we won't soon be seeing it advertised 
on American TV channels. 

Not everyone lauds the Pill and the end of 
women's periods. Matus, the director of Jus- 
tisse Healthworks and a holistic reproductive 


health practitioner, expresses grave concerns. 


She acknowledges the opportunities the Pill 
has offered women but doesn’t see pharma- 
ceuticals as the best way for women to take 
control of their fertility. 

“Absolutely, contraceptives are a good 


» thing,” she says, “but we were careless in 
YS, 


how we've used them. We haven't been 
responsible and this is hurting women’s bod- 
ies.” 


POST-PILL : 
Tonight is Carena’s first meeting with 
FACC. (She asked that only her first name 
be used—she'd rather not have co-workers 
ask how her cervical mucus is today.) She 
was drawn to the group because it teaches 
an alternative form of birth control, fertility 
awareness, which involves calculating fertile 
days by tracking a woman's temperature and 
cervical mucus. 

Carena isn't sure that fertility awareness 
will work for her, but at this point she’s will- 
ing to try anything. While on the hormonal 
medications, she says she has experienced 
chronic yeast infections, developed a thyroid 
condition, lost large clumps of hair and felt 
tired all the time. She's upset no one told her 
about fertility awareness before—if it works 


















for her, she could perhaps have avoided years 
on the Pill and the Shot. 
Regardless, she says, “I don't think I'll ever 

























































gees knows all too well the side effects of 
the Pill. As a teenager in the late 1960s, she 
obtained oral contraception illegally. After a 
couple of months, however, she developed 
pains in her legs and began suffering from sei- 
zures. Her doctor told her she had developed 
health problems because she was living in sin. 

The experience led her to become a midwife 
and health practitioner. At Justisse, she says, 
she sees many women who suffer from 
depression, low sex drive, constant yeast in- 
fections, and known potential Pill side effects 
like blood clots, migraines, and heart disease. 
She points to hormone replacement therapy 
as an example of the medical establishment's 
disregard for women's bodies. Once the 
default prescription for menopausal women, 
the medication has now been linked to an 
increased risk of coronary disease, breast 
cancer, strokes, and blood clots. 

The Pill replaces a woman's natural 
hormones with synthetic ones, putting her 
natural hormone levels around those of an 
80-year-old woman, which accounts for the 
side effects, says Matus, adding that avoid- 
ing pregnancy does not require such drastic 
pharmaceutical intervention. 

“{t’s like if I broke my leg and so I cut it off,” 
she remarks. “You'd think I was a butcher if I 
did that.” 


ANTI-FEMINIST? 

Certainly, the effectiveness of oral contra- 
ception plays a part in its widespread accep- 
tance— the Pill has a 92 to 97 per cent success 
rate, the fertility awareness method about 75 
per cent, according to the Birth Control Clinic 
in €dmonton, Because of the success rate and 
because oral contraception allows women an 
autonomous route to controlling reproduction, 
some have seen the introduction of the Pill as 
the moment when biological destiny no longer 
prevented women from fully participating 

in the workplace and afforded them sexual 
liberation. 

Asa result, pill-skeptics can find themselves 
deemed gender traitors. “I’ve been called 
anti-feminist,” says Matus, who began her 
practice in 1978. “I've had tomatoes thrown 
at me, Especially in the early days. | think it’s 
anti-feminist to keep women ignorant about 
their bodies.” 

Larry Brockman, executive director of 
Planned Parenthood Edmonton, points out 
that many women are perfectly happy on the 
Pill and don't suffer horrible side effects. 

“Unfortunately, there are no perfect op- 
tions,” he says. “The whole medical thing of 
‘above all else, do no harm’—well, it’s not re- 
ally ‘do no harm, ’ it's ‘do the least.’ It's trying 
to find the plan that works for you.”

Giovanna Chesler, the director of the 
documentary Period: The End of Menstrua- 
tion, found out about menstrual suppression 
in the same way many women did—though a 
girlfriend. 

“In 2002, a friend told me that she had not 
menstruated in three years and that she was 
taking Depo-Provera,” she writes via e-mail 
from San Diego. “I had not heard of this drug 
and was shocked that women could and would 
eliminate their periods.” Her film, which will 
screen at the Metro in the fall, takes a look at 
both the health and cultural implications of 
this brave new world of “optional menstrua- 
tion” from both sides of the debate. 

Not everyone is as alarmed as Matus about 
suppressing menstruation. Heather Zwicker, 
associate professor of women’s studies at the 
University of Alberta, doesn't see this new pill 
as the end of periods. “I’m always skeptical 
of arguments that attach predictable politi 
cal consequences to any kind of technology,” 
she says. “Has the Internet meant the end of 
reading? No.” 

Although she recognizes that some women 
celebrate their periods as an expression of 
their femininity, she also doesn't see the ces- 
sation of menstruation as inherently un-wom- 
anly. 

“Starting to get my period wasn't a rite of 
passage,” she says. “It didn’t have any kind of 
social significance. My family didn't throw me 
a big party or anything.” She laughs. “Biologi- 
cal destiny bites.” 

Brockman isn't too worried about the 
end of periods, either. Although he admits 
there’s no long-term evidence that suppress- 
ing menstruation is safe, he points to natural 
events in a women’s life when she wouldn’t 
menstruate. “During pregnancy, menstruation 
ceases and its just a normal event,” he says. 
“High-performance athletes whose bodies are 
under constant stress—often they are amenor- 
thoeaic. So stopping menstruation in some

The Society for Menstrual Cycle Research 
agrees and has issued a strong warning 
against continuous use oral contraceptives 
as a “lifestyle” choice before the long-term 
effects are known, Their stance is menstrua- 
tion is not a disease in need of treatment with 
pharmaceuticals. (The SMCR does recognize, 
however, that for some women who suffer 
from extremely painful and heavy periods that 
significantly disrupt their lives, the benefits 
might outweigh the risks.) 


ANATOMY OF THE SELL 

The SMCR also disapproves of the ad cam- 
paigns that depict menstruation as abnormal, 
unnecessary, and even unhealthy, fearing the 
effect these ads could have on women’s body 
image. 

“If we can have stuff like men, and be like 
men, then we are liberated,” Matus says, 
mimicking what she sees as the underlying 
message behind menstrual suppression. “But 
then we are not liberated; we are men.” 

Zwicker also takes issue with some oral 
contraception ads, especially those that show 
women as more sexually desirable because 
they're on the Pill. However, she doesn't see 
any problem with advertising that shows 
women as more independent and in control of 
their lives because they're using birth control. 
“One of the things women want to hear,” she 
says, “is that you have more control over your 
life. 1 think that that’s a good thing to remind 
women of, because there are enough messages 
out there that say they don’t.” 

But that doesn’t mean that Zwicker associ- 
ates female independence with pharmaceu- 
ticals. She doesn’t see the Pill as the ultimate 
liberator of women, but rather a technology 
that was used in the spirit of the larger social 
change that was occurring in the late 1960s. 


BACK TO NATURE 

The availability of and interest in alternative 
methods like fertility awareness may have a 
lot to do with larger social movements towards 
natural medicine. That's why Kate Wyrostok 

a 26-year-old RN at the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital got involved with fertility awareness. 

A strict vegan in her teens (she wouldn't 
even take basic painkillers), Wyrostok sought 
out alternatives after a sexual encounter dur- 
ing which her partner's condom broke and she 
had to resort to the morning-after pill. She's 
now a member of the FACC. Wyrostok finds 
it strange that fertility awareness was never 
a part of her education. “I couldn't believe | 
wasn't told about this,” she says. 

Fellow FACC member Lisa Hendrickson 
shares Wyrostok's astonishment. She first 
found out about fertility awareness though the 
book Taking Charge of Your Fertility by Toni 
Weschler. Initially, she was really angry: she

“You owe it to yourself to learn those facts,” 
she says.

WHAT IS FERTILITY 
AWARENESS? 
By Angela Brunschot 


If the words “Natural Family Planning” leave a bad taste in your 
mouth, that's probably because of its connection with the Catho- 
lic Church-endorsed rhythm method, which was once presented 
as. a more “moral” way of preventing pregnancy than the Pill or 
condoms. The method involved counting the days in a woman's 
cycle and guessing when she would be fertile the next month. 
The method has since been discredited as ineffective. 

Fertility awareness, or charting, often gets lumped in with the 
thythm method because it is also o Natural Family Planning 
method —which pisses off current practitioners to no end. Be- 
sides being completely secular and non-judgmental about sexual 
practices, fertility awareness is more exact. 

Fertility awareness basically means paying close attention to 
three signs that « woman is ovulating: cervical mucus, changes 
in the cervix, and basol body temperature. Each day, the woman 
observes and records these signs. 

(1) Cervical Mucus 

Mucus is a sign of fertility and usually lasts four to six days. 
At first it’s smooth and white, but then changes to o thready 
consistency that's like cloudy egg whites. After ovulation, the 
mucus disappears. 

(2) Changes in the Cervix 

When the cervix is hard and closed, the woman's estrogen levels 
are low and she’s not fertile. A soft, open cervix is a sign of high 
estrogen levels and fertility. 

(3) Basal Body Temperature 

After ovulation, a woman's body temperature goes up. When 
‘a woman tracks these changes, she can see an obvious rise in 
temperature when she’s ovulating. When her fertile period is 
over, her temperature will return to normal. 

Chorting con be used for both achieving and avoiding preg- 
nancy. If a woman and her partner want to get pregnant, they 
make sure to have sex on the days when she's fertile. If they're 
trying to avoid pregnancy, the couple uses a condom or has oral 
sex on fertile days.

They’ ve done everything, basi- 

ally, except actually show the 
movie to critics—in effect, forcing 
us to play the waiting game. But 
as Homer Simpson himself once 
so wisely observed, the waiting 
game sucks. So instead, SEE edi- 
tors (and longtime Simpsons 
watchers) Paul Matwychuk and 
Matthew Halliday decided to sit 
down and share their thoughts on 
the state of The Simpsons series, 
and ponder whether they're view- 
ing the release of The Simpsons 
Movie with optimism or dread. 
Mmmm... conversational! 


Paul Matwychuk: I’m a little 
surprised by how much I'm look- 
ing forward to seeing The Simp- 
sons Movie, considering how I 
stopped watching the series regu- 
larly a few years ago. (That’s one 
of the great things about The Simp- 
sons—you can skip a couple sea- 
sons and know that when you 
come back, Bart will still be 10 
years old, Mr. Burns will still be 
evil, and Homer will still be stay- 
ing up all night in the kitchen in 
his underwear eating 64 slices of 
American cheese.) 

Matt, what kind of expectations 
do you have for this film, very few 
details of which have leaked out 
to the press? Are you expecting an 
awesome experience along the 
lines of The Itchy and Scratchy 
Movie, or will it be a dud like Troy 


McClure’s The Contrabulous Fab- 
traption of Professor Horatio Huf- 
nagel? Or will it be somewhere in 
the middle—a Look Who's Oinking, 
if you will? 

Matthew Halliday: Well, | can’t 
wait to see it either, though I’m 
bracing myself for disappoint- 
ment. I stopped looking forward 
to new episodes a few years back 
too, so I think I'm expecting an 
Itchy and Scratchy Movie, but with- 
out the funny. (I hope, I hope, I 


need to come up with a plot that 
tackles the Simpsons universe from 
an unexpected angle. I’m thinking 
of something like the “Frank 
Grimes” episode of the TV 
series—the one about the hard- 
working, conscientious guy who 
comes to work at the nuclear 
power plant and is literally driven 
insane by how easy life is for 
Homer and how everybody 
shows such tolerance for someone 
so stupid and irresponsible. But

hope I’m wrong.) My fear is that 
it/ll be an hour and a half of 
celebrity cameos, self-referencing 
in-jokes, and laboured pop culture 
references—basically a long ver- 
sion of a typical Simpsons episode, 
circa 2007. I don’t want to be con- 
stantly aware that I’m watching 
THE SIMPSONS MOVIE! you 
know? 

And speaking of Troy McClure, 
am I the only one who can’t imag- 
ine a Simpsons film without him? 
Or Lionel Hutz? I know Phil Hart- 
man is no longer around to voice 
them, but still... 

Uh-oh. Now I sound like Comic 
Book Store Guy. 

PM: Sounds like you and I have 
the same fears, Matt (and the 
same nostalgia for the great Phil 
Hartman). I think if this film is 
going to succeed artistically, it has 
to be more than just an 
embiggened TV episode. Either 
there needs to be an explosion of 
outrageous comic creativity along 
the lines of South Park: Bigger, 
Longer, and Uncut, or else they 


that was a very divisive episode, 
and I don’t know if the movie will 
dare to go that dark. 

MH: Do you think the writers 
and producers have the imagina- 
tive wherewithal to produce an 
“explosion of outrageous comic 
creativity”? The show seems s0 
tired nowadays. And some of the 
advance buzz makes me wary. 
Sounds like a lot of gimmicks: 
Green Day cameo? Bart's full- 
frontal nudity? 

However, I love the plot that I’ve 
heard of: Homer pollutes the 
Springfield River and forces the 
town to evacuate? Classic Homer, 
classic Simpsons, sounds like a big 
plot for a big movie. 

The movie should go dark. The 
series’ best moments are the ones 
that are out-there enough to make 
you think, “Wow, this is on net- 
work TV? Amazing.” Remember 
the Christmas episode where Moe 
sticks his head in the oven witha 
note taped on his back reading 
“No Funeral”? It’s funny for no 
other reason than that Moe is a 


pathetic loser. Most sitcoms skirt 
around that sort of brutal honesty. 
Moe's attempted suicide was 
funny—in part because there’s no 
way in hell Ray Romano is going 
to do that on his Christmas 
episode. The Simpsons used to 
derive a lot of its humour from the 
fearless way it steamrolled over 
the conventions of the family sit- 
com. 

PM: But can they do the same 
thing for cinematic conventions? It 
will be interesting to see what 
effect, if any, the move from TV to 
the big screen has on the show’s 
writers. Free from the network 
censors, will the humour be dark- 
er, edgier, more “subversive”? 
Will there be sex jokes? Will there 
be any swearing, even? If Family 
Guy ever got turned into a film, 
I’m sure Seth MacFarlane would 
make a point of packing the film 
with as much envelope-pushing 
raunchy humour as he possibly 
could. But I have a hard time pic- 
turing The Simpsons going in that 
direction—the only character who 
it would be funny to hear swear 
would be Ned Flanders. Would an 
R-rated version of The Simpsons 
still feel like The Simpsons? 

Hmm... let me rethink my posi- 
tion: maybe instead of going dark, 
the movie should go “warm.” I've 
always admired the discipline of a 
show like King of the Hill, which 
stayed on the air for 10 seasons 
and always stayed true to its 
“realistic” universe, never devolv- 
ing into wackiness-for-the-sake- 
of-wackiness. Some of the best 
Simpsons episodes are relatively 
low-key stories about school and 
family that wouldn’t have been 
out of place on Freaks and Geeks. 
(The episode where Homer pastes 
pictures of Maggie over his 
“demotivational plaque” at work 
so it reads “DO IT FOR HER”? So 
heartwarming!) 

The Simpsons is such a ridicu- 





lously fast-paced show—each 
episode already feels like a two- 
hour movie condensed into 22 
minutes. It might be interesting 
they used the running time of a 
feature-length film not to cram i 
even more plot, but give the 
scenes the space to breathe that 
they never get on the series. 

MH: Hmm... less is more? Yea) 

I would hate to see the movie 
revel too much in its freedom 
from the restrictions of network 
TV. Slyly subverting those restr 
tions is why The Simpsons was s\ 
funny. (Well, one reason.) 

I guess the real question is just 
this: since the show isn’t as funny 
as it used to be (Matt Groening’: 
opinion notwithstanding), is the 
movie doomed to disappoint us 
Or would it disappoint us any- 
way, even if it’s great? Can any- 
thing be as great as the movie 
we've built up in our heads? Is the 
whole thing a hopeless, quixotic 
enterprise? Should I put aside my, 
high hopes and just treat the 
movie as a curiosity? 

PM: Are we an entire nation o{ 
Comic Book Guys, in other 
words? Maybe we are, although | 
think the experience of watching 
The Simpsons in a big room with 
300 other people might be just th: 
thing we need to.shake us out of 
our cynicism and reignite our 
affection for this great series. (I'v: 
watched Looney Tunes cartoon 
festivals with a big audience, and 
it was.amazing how freshly funn 
those familiar gags became whe: 
you heard all that communal 
laughter surrounding you.) 

You could argue that the movi: 
has no real responsibility except to 
tell good jokes. I mean, it’s a lot t 
ask, after 17 seasons, for one sin- 
gle movie to be not just the funn: 
est Simpsons episode ever, but to 
make some kind of ultimate, 
crowning statement about the 
series and the characters as a 
whole. The series is a comedy con 
tinuum—dive in anywhere, and 
it’s still The Simpsons. Add an 
episode, subtract an episode, add 
a season, subtract a season, and 
it’s fundamentally unchanged. 
Forget this Simpsons Movie cominy 
out this weekend; in a way, all 
those hours and hours of unbe- 
lievably smart and funny comed) 
that Groening and company have 
already created is the real Simpsons 
movie. 

MH: | hope you're right. I do 
look forward to sitting in a theatre 
full of Simpsons fans and laughing 
along with them. TV is solitary, 
and movies—at least in a the- 
atre—are social. I guess I don’t 
want The Simpsons Movie to be dis* 
appointing because I want it to be 
a great communal experience. 
Maybe we should just let it go. I'd 
hate to think we were like all 
those Transformers freaks who 
were wetting themselves over a 
stupid movie about a bunch of 
toys. Are we just nerds of a differ- 
ent order, Paul? I know this: when 
I leave the theatre after seeing the 
movie, it won't change all those 
hours of witty, often brilliant free 
entertainment Groening and Co. 
have given me. And it also won't 
change the fact that the show now 
is a shadow of its former self. I 
just hope it makes me laugh.

ies,” and has, until recently, 
banned the free practice of any 
kind of religion in Cuba, doesn’t 
seem to bother Chavez. Since the 
United States has been on an 
admittedly wacky anti-Castro cru- 
sade for decades, trying to kill or 
overthrow him, a lot of leftists, 
including Chavez, seem to feel 
that their enemy’s enemy must be 
their friend. Ergo, they like Fidel. 

Quebecois journalist Charles 
Gervais doesn’t have that prob- 
lem. Although his new documen- 
tary gjRevolucion!? is unquestion- 
ably pro-Chavez, he does strive to 
offer a somewhat balanced por- 
trayal of this man loved by many 
Venezuelans—and hated by many 
others. 

First elected in 1998, Chavez is 
an old-style socialist firebrand, 
staunchly anti-capitalist and anti- 
globalization. His status as the 
most visible face of Latin Ameri- 
ca’s tilt to the political left in 
recent years has made him an easy 
target for right-wing critics, and it 
doesn't help his popularity in 
Washington that this socialist anti- 
American controls vast petroleum 
reserves. (Venezuela is the fourth 
largest supplier of American oil.) 
The American right despises 
him—in 2005, televangelist Pat 
Robertson even called for his 
assassination. 

Gervais’ film begins that same 
year, when Chavez distributed to 
Venezuelans a million free copies 
of Don Quixote—Miguel de Cer- 
vantes’ epic novel about that irre- 
pressible, albeit delusional, 
dreamer who tilts at windmills. 
Gervais breaks his film into 10 
parts, ostensibly narrated by Cer- 
vantes and introduced by lovely 
animated sequences. 





Gervais films a lot of poor and 
working-class people, the folks 
who make up Chavez's main bas: 
of support. From the barrios of the 
big cities to rural peasant villages 
some of these people are almost 
religious in their devotion to 
Chavez. 

The extent of the Chavez per- 
sonality cult is at times unsettling 
But there are others who, though 
staunchly pro-revolution, are 
still thoughtful and critical of 
what they see as Chavez's poten 
tially authoritarian tendencies— 
people like Nairoby Caceres, a 
young woman from a Caracas 
slum whom Gervais interviews 
several times. 

That same concern is the one 
that animates Chavez's most cred- 
ible critics, who worry that he’s 
concentrating too much power in 
his own government's hands and 
preparing, like Castro, for a nev- 
erending presidency. Of course, 
some of his critics seem like little 
more than stodgy members of the 
old elite, unhappy that they’re ny 
longer living so high on the hog 

The film ends with a warning 0! 
sorts to the president against let- 
ting his power corrupt him. But 
Gervais is clearly enamoured of 
Chavez. The man is an electric 
presence in every scene—gjRev- 
oluci6n!? wants to believe in the 
same socialist dream that Chavez 
does, and it wants you to believe 
too. 

If you’ve got your mind made 
up about Chavez already, this film 
probably won’t sway your opin- 
ion one way or the other, but for 
those who don’t know much 
about the man or his politics, it’s 
an excellent, entertaining primer.

Mention KISS, and you 
immediately picture those twin 
lightning-bolt “S”s; mention Korn, 
and you think of that childishly 
scrawled backwards “R.” Metal 
bands all tend to sound alike, but 
each metal band logo is as unique 
as a snowflake. Or at least a 
snowflake made of shiny chrome 
and decorated with lots of penta- 
grams and umlauts. 

This week, Edmonton plays 
host to the Sounds of the Under- 
ground tour, a traveling festival of 
so-called “underground” metal 
bands. It seemed to us like the 
perfect opportunity to evaluate 
the latest trends in band-logo 
design—and to predict which 
ones are likeliest to turn up on the 
jean jackets of the next generation 
of headbangers.

bassist/ vocalist Holden Daniels, 
however, it’s an entirely different 
story. Chirpy, energetic and rear- 
ing to reveal his entire life’s story 
to a complete stranger, Daniels is 
practically a fountain of personal 
reflections, unknown music tid- 
bits and everything in between. 

Is being talkative a bad thing, 
though? 

Hardly. In an industry where 
MySpace and YouTube have 
brought each and every teenage 
jam band out of the basement, 
things have gotten increasingly 
competitive—especially in 
Edmonton’s music scene, where 
venue shortages remain Topic A. 
You've got to make yourself stand 
out, and an eagerness to talk to 
the press isn’t the worst trait you 
could have. 

But that’s not the only side of 
Daniels’ personality. His outgoing 
side—let’s call him “Hyper 
Daniels”—takes care of the social 
aspects of promotion, selling My 
Sister Ocean to anyone who will 
listen. (The band’s a bass-and- 
drum duo, by the way; drummer 
Eugenio Pacileo is the combo’s 
other half.) Hyper Daniels is espe- 


each other apart. Luckily, he’s 
good at it. Just ask him! 

“Without it being a slight to any 
other producers in Edmonton,” 
Daniels says excitedly between 
sips of steaming coffee, “one of 
the reasons I produced my own 
album was because, on a local 
level, I’m not really sure any pro- 
ducer that I’ve had the opportuni- 
ty to work with or hear about 
would push me hard enough to 
do anything different than what | 
would already do myself. I find 
that I’m quite domineering in the 
studio and call a lot of the shots.

And.as far as out-of- 
town producers go, there are a 
handful I'd like to work with, but 
it’s a budgetary thing.” 

Aside from producing Nueular 
Boy all by himself, Daniels also 
filmed the music video for the sin- 
gle “Don’t Change the Station,” 
again without any outside help. 
It’s not the most cohesive album 
anyone’s ever recorded, and the 
disc's raw, dense sound doesn’t 
make it an obvious candidate for 
radio play (although MSO does 
have songs in regular rotation on 
XM Satellite), but Daniels feels 
that all his fussing and tinkering 
helped MSO find its own pop- 
rock niche, their own little corner 
of the musical world. 

“The album resembles the way 
that I always change my mind,” 
Daniels explains. “I had originally 
wanted a theme for the album, but 
ultimately, what happened was 
the 12 songs were written over the 
course of two years and so they’re 
all about different things. 

“They Still all pertain to my 
life,” he conéludes, “but the title 6 
Nucular Boy really just is a steama- 
of-consciousness songwriting” ” 
thing.

E-ville expat Marie-Josée Houle returns to the fold(s)

BY HER OWN ACCOUNT, MARIE-JOSEE 
Houle has become something of a 
“oo-to” gal in her adopted home of 
Ottawa, at least when it comes to 
accordion-playing. She's played 
everything from art openings to 
weddings to (in one instance, any- 
way) a barbecue for Supreme Court 
judges. 

Also by her own account, she 
never planned it this way. When the 
Edmonton expat—an alumna of 
local groups The Elevators and 
Pangina—moved to the nation’s 
capital five years ago, following a 
stopover in Halifax to attend Dal- 
housie University, she figured she'd 
continue her musical pursuits much 
as she had before she left town: as a 
bassist. 

But after a period of unemploy- 
ment during her first year in Ottawa, 
and after seeing the accordion 
atmospherically employed by a jazz 
band, Houle returned to the instru- 
ment she had been formally trained 
on from the age of five until she 
abandoned it in high school. “The 
accordion was something I did in 
school and was good at it, but I 
didn’t love it and I didn’t think of 
using it for anything,” recalls Houle 
froma tour stop in Vancouver. 
“When I was a teenager in the ‘80s, it 
wasn’t something I really consid- 
ered. It was not cool—I wanted a 
Quitar.” 

Times certainly have changed— 
there’s been a veritable accordion 
explosion in indie-alternative circles 
lately—the once-maligned squeeze- 
box, instrument of choice for geeks 
everywhere, is now featured promi- 
nently in the music of groups like 
Gogol Bordello, Devotchka, The 
Decemberists and Arcade Fire, to 
name just a few, as well as in tunes 
by Edmonton acts like Hot Panda 
and The Secretaries. Houle, who also 
teaches music, chuckles that she’s 
seen an increased demand for 
lessons from prospective pupils as a 
result. 

It’s beyond the ‘Look at me and 
My ironic trucker hat and mus- 
‘ache,’” she says. “It’s not necessarily 
4 Spectacle anymore—it's exotic. I’ve 
been very c not to market it as 


a joke.” 

Houle credits folks like Geoff 
Berner and fellow former-Edmon- 
tonian Wendy MeNeill for having 
paved a respectable path for the 
instrument in indie singer/song- 
writer circles. Still, returning to the 
fold, so to speak, was a painful expe- 
rience. “It’s when I started writing 
music that it completely changed my

says. “All this stuff just came pour- 
ing out. I don’t know where it came 
from.

As such, Houle 
says she’s been able to free herself 
not only from the logistical confines 
of being in a touring band (she’s 
being accompanied in this, her first 
cross-country tour, with just a 
bassist, native Norwegian Arthur 
Holoien), but from some of the aes- 
thetic limitations as well 

“1 downplay the instrument a lot,” 
she explains. “I leave a whole lot of 
room for my voice. I’ve played in 
bands with big walls of noise, and 
I'm tired of it. | want to leave room 
for singing and passion. My criteria 
for musicians to play with now is 
that I don’t care how many notes per 
second they can play—! want them 
to know when not to play.”

Okay then... back to the success 
stories. The Cowboys also opened 
for Lee Rocker of The Stray Cats last 
month here—also a monumental 
occasion seeing as how Valleau cred- 
its the Cats with turning his head 
from heavy metal to rockabilly in the 
first place. As such, he expressed his 
admiration to Rocker after the show. 

“Tt was amazing,” he says. “I have 
this bass instructional video, and 
he’s the biggest friggin’ nerd on it— 
he’s wearing like this tweed suit 


with slicked-back hair, and he’s so 
nervous that he’s shaking. I men- 
tioned that and he was embar- 
rassed.”

Jointly formed by the Naples 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
regional government in 1984, the 
VPN sets strict standards for how 
the pizzas are produced ranging 
from type of flour that can be used, 
tothe ovens the pizza have to be 
cooked in. The American chapter of 
the VPN opened in 1988, and those 
interested can apply for VPN certifi- 
cation, and/or do the three-day or 
week-long training course in Califor- 
nia (hardly a long apprenticeship, 
but their standards are very thor- 
ough). The long and the short of it is 
that the folks at Famoso trained with 
the VPN and are VPN certified. 

At Famoso you have to order 
your food at the front counter. They 
call out your name when it’s ready.

Just about perfectly on cue as we 
finished the last bit of tomato sauce 
from the appetizer, the cooked 
leaned into his microphone and 
announced that Nona‘s pizza was 
ready. So, I cleared away our dishes 
while Nona went and retrieved the 
pie. With a truly authentic Neapoli- 
tan pizza, you should be able to fold 
the crust over on itself a couple of 
times without it cracking on the bot- 
tom. And, true to form, the crust 
held while I twisted and turned 
before popping it into my mouth. 
The thin crust was moist and chewy 
and the ingredients topping it were 
all very balanced so that one never 
overpowered the others. It truly was 
an authentic tasting Neapolitan 
pizza, and was quite good. 

Now getting back to my opening 
line... The thing that struck me as I 
sat there eating my pizza was how 
much | felt like I was eating at an 
Arby’s. Part of it had to do with the 
fact that the Famoso logo was every- 
where, and the restaurant itself was 
one big branding exercise. It seémed 
to me that this was really franchise 
waiting to happen, and that the folks 
who opened it were all about the 
business end of things. Hey... good 
for them, I hope they do well and 
maybe they will. However, for guys 
like me who love the semiotics of 
food and eat in restaurants for the 
more intangible reasons, Famoso 
sadly left me feeling nothing, which 
is too bad. The idea may have made 
sense as a business case, but as a 
restaurant, it’s only marginally 
appealing.

Still, even though no actual sex took 
place, the fact that the clients got erec- 
tions meant that Bedford was 
charged. Young feels that the only 
reason the activities going on inside 
Bedford’s place of businesses were 
deemed illegal was because a bunch 
of old men (i.e., the judges) found 
them disgusting.

said Young, who's also an associate 
professor of law at the University of

Toronto and who chronicles the rela- 
tionship between sexuality and the 
law in his book Justice Defiled. 

Whether it’s the women whose 
insatiable sexual appetite was so 
feared they were considered witches 
and burned at the stake or the Victori- 
an women 400 years later who 
apparently had no sexual desires 
whatsoever, laws around sexuality 
based on religious or cultural morality 
make little sense. 

Sure, says Young, we dropped the 
“hellfire and damnation” approach to 
laws around sexuality, but during 
more secular Victorian times this atti- 
tude was merely replaced with pseu- 
do-scientific notions like “masturbation 
causes epilepsy, therefore it must be 
evil and therefore it must be out- 
lawed.” 

The most illogical and morally 
fraught laws are undoubtedly those

The law is intended to protect the 
vulnerable members of our society—y 
category that definitely includes pros 
tutes. (According to Stats Can, prosi 
tution is one of the three riskies 
fessions, along with cops and cab d; 
vers.) 

But if anything, prostitution low:

gerous: because eereeting 
with johns is illegal, street worke; 
have to jump in cars with strangers to 

otiate terms. The streets aren’ 
ir but because bawdy houses are 
ilegal, they can’t go indoors. One 
need only look at the Pickton Pig Farm
